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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicants' remarks/arguments on pages 1-3 
of the after final response remain unpersuasive for the same reasons set forth in the 35 USC 102(a) and Response to Arguments sections 
of the Office Action mailed September 25, 2006 and the final rejection mailed April 9, 2007. In addition, the examiner respectfully 
disagrees with the applicants' characterization of the Nishihara reference. It is noted that friction stir welding is a relatively new process 
and is unlike all other welding processes, but the examiner disagrees with the applicants' statement on page 2 that "This has nothing to do 
with welding". Specifically, a "friction stir welding" process results in production of plasticized material (plasticizing the workpiece) that 
results in formation of a joint on one or more workpiece(s). As disclosed in the figures and Japanese translation, Nishihara discloses a 
rotating, friction-producing stirring means 2, which is actually a friction stir welding tool. In this instance, the term "forming" and "welding" 
are substantially synonyms, and it is believed that Nishihara simply chose the term "forming" rather than "welding", as is known by one of 
ordinary skill in the art. Regarding the argument in the 3rd paragraph on page 2 of the response, the examiner respectfully disagrees, as 
there is a "metallurgical interaction" between the workpieces in the process of Nishihara. As a result, claims 1-8 and 10 remain rejected 
under 35 USC 102(a) as set forth in the final rejection of April 9, 2007. 
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
